TELLS HOW MAN 
KILLED DAUGHTER 
SON AND HUSBAND 


Mrs. Lucille Salamoni Tes- 
tifies Against Paul Barba- 
ta, on Trial for Murder of 
Girl. | 


SAYS HE CALLED ON 
LATTER AT HOME 


Asserts Ex-Pugilist Was Or- 
dered Away, but Return- 
ed Later and Opened Fire 
Through Window. 


Paul Barbata, former amateur 
pugilist, stared disinterestedly at 


courtroom today while Mrs. Lucille 
Salamoni related how he shot and 
killed her daughter, her husband 
and her son. 

Barbata, on trial for murder, is 
pleading insanity. He slouched in 
his chair, apparently unconcerped, 
as an interpreter translated Mrs. 
Salamoni’s words. 

“I knew him for two years,” Mrs. 
Salamoni testified. “He was a flor- 
ist and he made a wreath when our 
little boy died. He came around 
to collect installments for the 
wreath and that way met the other 
members of the family, Lillie, 18 
years old, Joseph, 17, Angeline, 16, 
and my husband, Samuel, 48.” 

Called at Salamoni Home. 

The Salamoni family all knew 
that Barbata was married; the wit- 
ness continued. They knew he had 
@ son 8 years old. Lillie told her 
mother that he had come to see 
her at the Liggett & Myers tobac- 
co factory where she worked and 
had asked her to go out with him, 
When he called at the Salamoni 
home, 2317 Cooper street, the even- 
ing of Jan. 6 last, Mrs. Salamoni 
took him to task for this. 

“He asked us to come into the 
house to talk about it, and we did,” 
the witness continued. “But he be- 
gan talking English to Lillie and 
I couldn’t understand. I told him 
again and again to go away; that 
it was a disgrace to the girls and 
the neighbors were talking about it. 
He said some more in English and 
I understood when he told Lillie, 
‘You got pretty eyes.’ Lillie said 
back to him, ‘You better go.’ 

“He went then and he said, ‘This 
is the first time anybody has put‘ 
me out of their house.’ He seemed 
to be angry. Ten minutes-later he 
Came back and knocked on the 
basement window. The girls were 
down there washing. He fired a 
shot through the window. 

.“I heard the girls scream and 
then heard the noise. I thought it 
was the meter exploding. Lillie 
came upstairs and Barbata came 
into the kitchen where my husband 
and my son were. He shot. Then 
I came to the kitchen. 

Says He Pointed Gun at Her. 

“When I first looked at him in 
the kitchen, he was shooting my 
daughter, Lillie, again. My hus- 
band was on the floor. He shot my 
son then. All the time he was say- 
ing something but I did not under- 
stand. He pointed the gun at me 
but it wouldn't go off any more. 
Then he went out. One of the 
neighbors helped me take Joseph to 
the hospital.” 

Although Barbata is being tried 
for the murder of Lillie, the jury 
learned in the early testimony, that 
he had killed three members of the 
family of five. Police Lieut. James 
Moran of the Mounted District tes- 
tified he was present shortly after 
the shooting when Barbata con- 
fessed killing all three and said he 
had intended to kill Mrs. Salomoni 
and Angeline and himself as well, 
but that his automatic pistol had 
jammed. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Thomas 
E. Jennings Jr., who is prosecuting, 
will ask for the death penalty.

Physicians said death was due to 
complications arising from internal 
injuries suffered when Stribling’s 
left foot was crushed off and his 
pelvis fractured in a collision be- 
tween his motor cygle and an auto- 
mobile. 

Beginning of the End. 

For a while last night physicians 
held hope for Stribling’s recovery, 
but in the early morning hours his 
vitality began to ebb. 

Shortly before the physicians 
abandoned hope “Ma” Stribling 
went out into the corridor and 
begged the physicians to do some- 
thing. There was nothing they 
could do. 

Members of the family gathered 
in the room at 3 a. m. after the 
physicians abandoned hope. Once 
he recognized his wife. “Hello, 
baby,” were his last words to her. 

Dr. A. H. Kemp, the family physi- 
cian, Dr. A. R. Rozar, the surgeon 
who amputated the crushed left 
foot, and Dr. H. O. Weaver, were 
with the family at the end. 


“Pa” Stribling walked grimly 
from the room and said, “he’s 
gone.” 


Telegrams, Calls, Flowers. 

Telegrams and telephone calls 
poured in to “Pa” Stribling and 
other members of the family and 
flowers which banked a reception 
room and overflowed into the corri- 
dor were received from all parts of 
the country. 
- The fatal accident occurred as 
Stribling was motor cycling from a 
golf club to the hospital to visit his 
wife. A friend, passing in an auto- 
mobile, waved a greeting, and Strib- 
ling waved back. He did not see 
another car behind his friend’s and 
the second machine was on him be- 
fore he could turn his motor cycle 
off the highway. The fender of the 
car swept Stribling off the motor 
cycle, crushing his left leg and se- 
vering the foot. His pelvis was frac- 
tured as he was thrown to the pave- 
ment.

HAVANA, Oct. 3.—Shooting con- 
tinued last night in the streets of 
Havana despite the surrender, after 
an all-day battle, of the 500 former 


army and navy officers barricaded 
in the National Hotel. 

Forty-four persons were killed 
and 89 wounded in yesterday's 
fighting, during which the enlisted 
men’s army turned artillery on the 
hotel from which the officers were 
defying the Grau San Martin Gove 
ernment. 

Rain storms and high winds kept 
most people indoors today. Stores 
and cafes were reopened, but there 
were few customers. 

Statement by President. 

President Grau San Martin issued 
a statement in which he expressed 
“regret” that “the Government was 
forced to repel the aggression” of 
the officers barricaded in the hotel, 

“It is deeply regrettable that an 
American citizen met death,” he 
said. 

“Peace now prevails throughout 
the island and the movement 
against the Government is definitely 
crushed.” 

The President promised that the 
Government would “guarantee the 
lives of all imprisoned officers.” 

The Government is “taking 
drastic measures to enforce public 
order and give added protection ta 
property,” he said. 

Government spokesmen ane 
nounced late today that more than 
30 shots were fired last night at 
President Grau San Martin and ex- 
pressed belief that his life was 
saved only because he was riding 
in an armored car.

- WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—A letter 
from J. E. Dockendorff, president 
of the Black Diamond Steamship 
Line, saying he had “been forced 
to play politics which made me go 
as high as the President of the 
United States” in the matter of 
bidding for Shipping Board vessels, 
today was placed into the record 
‘of the Senate ocean mail investiga- 
tion. 

* The letter, read into the record 
by Senator Black (Dem.) Alabama, 
chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee, was written on June 28, 
1930. It was “irected to A. J. Gou- 
drian. 

The letter said “the attempt on 
the part of Chapman (Paul W. 
Chapman, president of the United 
States Lines) to buy these lines has 
been blocked. ... I have been 
forced to play politicg which made 
‘me go as high as the President 
of the United States.” 

The two lines for which the bid- 
ding -was done were the ships 
then operated by the Black Dia- 
mond and thosé operated by the 
American-France line. William J. 
Donovan, former Republican As- 
sistant Attorney-General, was coun- 
gel for the Black Diamond and the 
man who contacted President 
‘Hoover, Dockendorff testiifed. 

“Did you get in touch with the 
Presidént of the United States 
gbout this bid?” Black asked. 

“Our attorneys did,” Docken- 
dorff replied, then, in answer to 
@ query, said the attorney was 

onovan. 

“Col. Donovan wrote a letter to 
the President,” Dockendorff testi- 
fied. 

‘' “How much fee was given Mr. 
Donovan?” Black asked. 

“For two years’ work,” Docken- 
Gorff said, $100,000.” 

“A hundred thousand dollars!” 
waid Black. 

A communication, which Black 
paid was given to the Shipping 
Board by Lawrence Richey, secre- 
tary to the President, was referred 
to by the committee chairman. 
Black, however, did not disclose the 
text. This communication, de- 
scribed by Black as “unsigned,” 
‘was delivered on June 15, 1929. 


NEW CARBON MOUNTAIN SLIDE:

Woman Says Latest Upheaval Re-

The chasm was nearly 500 
feet deep and it was filled nearly 
to the top by debris, Mra. Ziemer 
paid.

Power to Change Management. 
Dillion replied stockholders usual- 
ly left control in the hands of man- 
agemént, but always retained the 
potential power to change manage- 
ment. . 

The committee counsel recalled 
that O. P. Van Sweringen of Cleve- 
land testified 15 per cent was 
enough stock to obtain control of a 
railroad management. ’ 
Dillon agreed that far “less than 
a majority of stock” frequeritly con- 
trolled management. 

“T shouldn‘t liké the job of lining 
up the small stockholders to oust 
@ company management,” he said 
smiling#ly, in reply to a question 
from Senator Adams (Dém.), Colo 
rado. 

Dillon then explained his firm 
had préviously accepted deposits, 
but had been abandoning it for 
some time gradually. 

Pécora pointed out at the end of 
1927, Dillon, Read & Oo., had de- 
mand deposits amounting to $5,250,- 
907 and asked why this substantial 
business had been abandoned. 
Dillon said that sum represented 
17 accounts. 

In 1928, he added, there were 
seven accounts with “a million and 
@ quarter and in 1929 the same 
number, with a total of $3,000,000.” 
In 1930, only ohe account was left 
and there are now none. 

The banker said this business was 
abandoned because the money was 
found to serve no useful purpose. 
None of the members of Dillon, 
Read & Co. sit on the boards of 
any Federal Reserve member 
banks, Dillon said, but Christie ia 
nm the board of a small country 
bank. Dean Mathey, another part- 
ner, he said, also had a couple of 
small connections. 

Pecora asked for Dillon’s view of 
investment bankérs sitting on 
boards of corporations with which 
they were financially identified. 
The bankers said it was not 
necessary to sit on the board of a 
company to handle its securities 
and had found hie tirm was “in a 
better position to criticize’ when 
off the boards, rather than when on 
them. 

Pecora offered evidence that part- 
ners of Dillon, Read & Co., are di- 
rectors or officers of more than 20 
companies whose securities were 
aold to the public.

The officers, about 500 at one 
time, took refuge in the large, 
American-owned hotel with the ac- 
cession of Grau San Martin and had 
since maintained a defiant attitude 
toward his administration, refusing 
to accede to his demands to come 
out. 

The American, Robert G. Lot- 
speich of London, O., manager for 
Swift Internacional, was shot fatal- 
ly in the chest as he stood watching 
the firing from an apartment build- 
ing. 

A shot meant for the hotel hit the 
Ford Motor Co. plant adjoining the 
battleground. 

Many wives of the officers be- 
sieged the American Embassy with 
tearful. appeals to Ambassador 
Sumner Welles for action. They 
said Welles informed them that 
only President Roosevelt had au- 
thority to order American interven- 
tion. 

At the presidential palace it was 
learned Marquez Sterling, Cuban 
Ambassador at Washington, had 
informed the Cuban Government 
the American administration had 
not changed its attitude on inter- 
vention. 

A newspaper man who —§ entered 
the hotel during the lull in fighting 
said he found the place a shambles, 
with every. window shattered and 
several shell holes in the walls. 

Soldiers who occupied the hotel 
képt lights in its three upper floors 
turned on thfoyghout the night.

ENORED BY LEGION 


Committee Brings in Report 
Calling for Federal Hos- 
pitalization of All Ill Ex- 
Soldiers.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3—A _ rehabilita- 
tion program for World War vet- 


erans, differing sharply in one re 
spect from President Roosevelt's 
outlined policy, has been submitted 
by the American Legion’s rehabilita- 
tion committee to the convention. 
Despite the President’s statement 
to the Legion yesterday that vet- 
erans suffering from ailments -n- 
curred. since the war may receive 
Federal hospitalization only ‘f their 
local and state communities are 
unable to take care of them, the 
Legion’s rehabilitation committee 
approved a plan for hospita: treat- 
ment, for all ex-soldiers of the 
World War, regardless of when 
they were incapacitated. . 

The committee’s report, made. lust 
night said that “hospitalization 
under Federal Government auspices 
be afforded all veterans not 4dis- 
honorably discharged who require 
hospital treatment and who are not 
able to reasonably pay for their own 
treatment.” 

Other Points in Program. 
The other points in the program, 


which has been approved by 43 of 


the State departments, are: 

“That no war veteran disabled in 
the line of duty shall suffer any re- 
duction of those benefits granted 
such veterans as in the World War 
Veterans’ act in effect prior to 
March 20, 1933. 

“That perpetuation of service for 
all veterans properly granted such 
connections under laws in existence 
prior to March 20, 1933, be recom- 
mended. 

“That benefits provided for de- 
pendents of veterans as established 
in the World War Veterans’ act be 
resumed and maintained as the 
Government’s policy and that in no 
event shall widows and dependent 
children of dedéaséd war veterans 
be without Government protection.” 
Hines Resolution Tabled. 

At the same time the committee 
tabled resolutions asking for an in- 
vestigation of Gen. Frank T. Hines, 
Administrator of the Veterans’ af- 
fairs at Washington, but despite this 
action members of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation, who presented one 
of the anti-Hines measures, said 
that the matter would be carried 
to the convention floor. They 
charged that Hines had misman-- 


aged his office. 


Today the veterans turned to 
pageantry with their annual pa- 
rade. 

Legion officials termed the pa- 
rade the greatest the organization 
has yét held. It began on Chicago's 
néar North Side and proceeded 
down Michigan boulevard. The city 
pauséd to watch it. Schools and 
civic offices Were closed. 

In the cloudless sky, a fleet of 
army airplanes droned, went 
through orderly maneuvers. Along 
the line of march, a half million 
milled. Crowds filled all vantage 
points. Every window that com- 
manded a good view of the parade 
framed a group of faces. 

The Legionnaires tramped a mile 
along Michigan boulevard and two 
more in Grant Park to Soldier Field 
Stadium, past the reviewing stand 
and back across the park to the 
Loop, where they dispersed. 

Parade of 40 and 8. 

As a forerunner to today’s pa- 
geantry, the 40 and 8, playboys of 
the veterans’ organization took 
over Michigan avenue last night in 
a parade of humorous models of 
the French freight trains with the 
box cars that were used to haul 
40 men or eight horses of _ the 
American Expeditionary Fortes. 

Far into the night the carnival 
spirit continued, the marchers and 
drum and bugle corps touring the 
hotels and giving impromptu con- 
certs in the lobbiés of each.

Arthur W. Nobel Says Missouri Led 
Section in Employment of Chil- 
dren Before NRA. 

While NRA codes are curtailing 
child labor, protective laws relating 
to education and child employment 
must be strengthened if the ex- 
ploitatiin of child labor is to be 
avoided after the depression, Arthur 
W. Nobel of St. Lotiis Children’s Aid 
Society, told members of the Kirk- 
wood League of Women Voters yes- 
terday. 

Missouri; Nobel said, was shown 
by the census of 1930 to have the 
highest percentage of children from 
10 to 15 years of age gainfully em- 
ployed of any state in this section.

St. Louis, with 16 per cent of 
its children. between 10 and 17 years 
old at work, among the 20

RETURN 10 WORK 


INPENNSYLVANA 


About Half of Workers in 
Three Counties and Sev- 
eral Hundred in Another 
End Strike. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 3 — 
More than 21,000 coal miners were 
reported to have returned to work 
in four Western Pennsylvania coun- 
ties today in the first concerted 
movement back to the mines since 
the beginning of the “holiday” three 
weeks ago. 

Reports were than 10,000 returned 
in Cambria County, 6000 in Indiana, 
5000 in Somerset and “several hun- 
dred” in Westmoreland. 

Officials in the Cambria-Indiana- 
Somerset area said the 21,000 repre- 
sented about half the miners in the 
three counties. 


Frank Hughes, president of Dis- 
trict Three of the United Mine 
Workers of America, which com- 
prises Westmoreland County, said 
only a small portion of the mines 
in that district were in operation, 
but that the strikers were holding 
a meeting this afternoon to decide 
if they will return tomorrow. 


20,000 Hold Meeting. 

A meeting attended by upward 
of 20,000 also is being held at Sea- 
right, in Fayette County. This 
county has been the hot-bed of agi- 
tation for union recognition as a 
condition for resuming operations.

Another Sleeping Sickness Death 
in St. Louis County. 


Thomas McGuire, 51 years old, 
8842 Natural Bridge road, died of 
encephalitis yesterday in a St. 
Louis hospital. He was the eighty- 
third resident of St. Louis County 
to die in the epidemic, which also 
has cost the lives of 105 residents 
of the city, a total of 188. 

The second death on the East 
Side was that of Mrs. Mary Caro- 
line Lyle, 77, of Mount Vernon, at 
St. Mary’s Hospital in East St. 
Louis. She became ill while visiting 
relatives. East St. Louis hag re- 
ported 11 cases. 

City cases reported to the Metro- 
politan Health Council today 
reached a total in excess. of those 
reported in the county, where the 
epidemic began. With ten new 
cases in 24 hours, St. Louis had re- 
ported 514 patients since the be- 
ginning of the outbreak last July, 
and the county, with four today, 
had reported.513. Most of those 
included in the totals have recov- 
ered without lingering effects, and 
the epidemic is rapidly waning.

NOLTE AGAINST BOND 
ISSUE ON PUBLIC WORKS 


of 


Opposed to This Means 
Getting 30 Pct. Grants. 
From United States. 


Comptroller Nolte today joined 
Mayor Dickmann in opposition io 
suggestions that the city vote on 
a large bond issue to defray the 


city’s share of the expense of pub- 
lic improvements in connection 
with Federal grants of 30 per cent 
for such construction. 

Explaining his stand, Comptrol- 
ler Nolte said to reporters: “Court 
records are full of real _ estate 
foreclosures, indicating that this is 
nat.the time to put an additional 
burden on real estate. I do not and 
would not favor a bond issue for 
this reason, and for the further 
reason that the additional improve- 
ments, if we had them, could not 
be maintained from our present in- 
come.” Nolte added that it might 
be necessary to refund some of the 
municipal bonds at budget time 
next April. 

Mayor Dickmann also told re- 
porters today he opposed a bond 
issue on the same grounds as the 
Comptroller. “We are in agree- 
ment on that,” he commented. “At 
present real estate bears 90 per cent 
of the tax burden, and can carry 
no more. I am for the improve- 
ments, if they can be financed 
through some other means, but un- 
til that means is devised I am not 
going to advocate a bond issue. 
Right now buildings are being 
wrecked in St. Louis to avoid 
taxes.” 

Under the city charter, a bond 
issue ordinance would originate in 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, composed of the Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the 
Board of Aldermen. The agree 
ment of Mayor Dickmann and 
Comptroller Nolte on the subject 
makes it impossible to get such a 
bill started. ‘ 

Mayor Dickmann told a Post- 
Dispatch ‘reporter last Saturday 
that the city could not expect to 
carry out about three-fourths of 
the $41,986,000 program of public 
works he proposed last June. He 
explained that when he went to 
Washington in June to see Col. D. 
H. Sawyer, temporary Federal Pub- 
lic Works Administrator, he got the 
idea that outright grant of the en- 
tire cost of some of the improve- 
ments might be made by the Gov- 
ernment. Sawyer has retired since 
then and Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes has become administrator. 
The city has been informed that 
outright grants of the whole costs 
cannot be obtained.

DENIES PARENTS PLEA 
FOR CUSTODY OF BUY 


Court Rules John L. Miller, 6, 
Must Remain With Pair Who 
Took Him When Baby. 


| John L. Miller, also known as 


i'Richard Stenick, who is 6 years old 
‘today, will remain indefinitely in 
the custody of his foster parents, 
under jurisdiction of Circuit Court, 
Judge Ossing decided yesterday in 
settling a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing. 

The case was brought last June 
by the boy’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Archie Stenick, who operate a room- 
ing house at 4366 Delmar boule- 
vard, known as “Archie’s place.”

He has been 
known as John L. or “Jack” Miller 
since babyhood, when the Millers 
took him to rear.

Under terms of the Court’s or- 
der, the Stenicks are to have Jack 
every Wednesday from 3:30 to 6 p. 
m., on alternate Saturdays from 10 
a. m. to 7 p. m. and on alternate 


Sundays from 1 to 7 p. m. An 
agreement on this between the 
Stenicks and the Millers was 


reached while the hearing was in 
progress, in a conference with Gil- 
bert Weiss, chief probation officer 
of the Court of Domestic Relations. 
Judge Ossing had appointed Weiss 
to inquire into conditions under 
which the boy was living. 

Mrs. Stenick testified the boy was 
given to the Millers to care for a 
few days after he was born in 
1927, because she and Stenick 
lacked funds to keep him. She said 
she had seen her son only about 
four times since, having lost trace 
of the Millers for a while. The 
Millers have not. formally adopted 
Jack.

TRIAL IS UNDER WAY 


Receiver Trying to Collect 
$72,000 From Eight Direct- 
ors in Holding Company. 


Trial of the suit in which Joseph 
F. Holland, receiver for Vandeven- 
ter National Bank, is seeking to col- 


lect $72,000 from eight directors of 
the bank as an assessment under 
the double liability provision of its 
charter, began today before Federal 
Judge Faris. 

The controversy involves the Met- 
ropolitan Holding Co., which holds 
720 shares of the bank’s stock and 
which was owned by these direc- 
tors. Holland charges the holding 
company was formed to evade the 
possibility of assessment, while the 
directors contend its purpose was 
to facilitate strengthening of the 
bank’s assets. 

How the holding company was 
formed is related in the deposition 
of W. C. Johnsun, president of the 
bank when it failed in January, 
1932, which was filed with the court 
by Arthur L. Freund, attorney for 
the receiver. Johnson, who now 
lives at Fayetteville, Ark., gave his 
deposition in St. Louis last week. 

Capital Impaired $35,000. 

During the course of an examina- 
tion of the bank in March and April 
of 1931, Johnson said, he was in- 
formed by the bank examiner, John 
Lilly, that its capital had been im- 
paired about $35,000 by bond depre- 
ciation and bad loans. About that 
time, he said, 1315 shares of stock 
in the bank, a controlling interest, 
was offered for sale by tha Reor- 
ganization Investment Co., which 
was liquidating the defunct broker- 
age house, Lorenzo E. Anderson & 
Co. , 

Certain directors of the bank, 
Johnson said, formed the Metropol- 
itan Holding Co. to buy the stock 
at $80 a share, with the intention of 
reselling it at $110 and contributing 
the difference to the bank’s undi- 
vided profit account to make up the 
capital impairment. 

The directors paid in $57,200 to 
the Metropolitan company and bor- 
rowed enough from another bank 
to make up the purchase price, 
$105,200. The holding company was 
formed, Johnson said, because no 
individual wanted the responsibility 
of borrowing that much money. The 
plan, he said, was for the holding 
company to resell the stock to other 
stockholders and customers of the 
bank, and, when it had disposed of 
it, to dissolve. 

Doesn’t Recall Bank Loan. 

Asked whether the Vandeventer 
bank had made any loans to enable 
purchasers of the stock to pay the 
holding company for it, Johnson 
said he could recall] no such trans- 
actions. The holding company sold 
595 shares of the stock, and stil) 
held 720 shares when the bank 
failed. 


Insolvency Not Suggested. 


Questioned by Frank Y. Gladney, 
attorney for the defendant direc- 
tors, Johnson said the bank exam- 
iner, in discussing the capital im- 
pairment with him, had not sug- 
gested that the bank was insolvent, 
or that its closing was imminent. 
During the discussions which led 
to formation of the holding com- 
pany, he said, there was no talk of

CHICAGO, Oct. 3—Gus Winkler, 

gangster, was acquitted on a va 
grancy charge here last night by 
a jury that heard only the State's 
case against him.

Four men who confessed the

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GROSS PUBLIC DEBT OF U. S. 
$23,050,754,554 ON SEPT. 30 


Drop of $47,760,355 During Month 
Offset by $53,960,608 Decline in 
General Fund. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3--The na-' 
tion’s gross public debt fell off 
$47,760,355 during September, stand- 
ing at $23,050,754,554 when the 
Treasury's books were closed for the 
month. To offset this, however, 
there was a decline of $53,960,609 
in the net balance in the general: 
fund, producing an increase for the 
month of $6,200,353 in the net public 
debt. 

For the first quarter of the fiscal 
year, which began July 1, the Trea- 
sury’s figures showed an advance 
in the gross debt of $512,081,944 and 
of $228,732,451 in the net public 
debt. 

As compared with the correspond- 
ing three months of 1932, receipts 
showed an advance from $437,151,306 
to $672,001,525. The’ bulk of the 
gain lay in a rise in miscellaneous 
internal revenue from $169,826,081 
to $362,150,005. Income tax collec- 
tions declined from $174,148,114 to 
$163,169,846. 

Ordinary general expenditures 
dropped from $839,099,271 to $614,366,- 
458 while emergency expenditures 
related to the recovery program 
climbed from $280,369,304 (the 1932 
figure all went to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation) to $295,- 
128,150. e 

On Sept. 30, 1932, the deficit for 
the fiscal year stood at $682,317,268 
as compared with $237,493,083 at the 


close of last month.

1) CODE LEAVES IN 


WERT CLAUSE 


Provision Similar to One 
Permitted in Auto Agree- 
ment—Newton D. Baker 
Out as Arbitrator. 


WASHINGTON, Oct.3.—A re- 
vised code for the rubber tire in- 
dustry, dropping Newton D. Baker 
of Cleveland as arbitrator of the 
industry but retaining the “merit 
clause,” today was in the hands of 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, 

The code was resubmitted yes- 
terday by the Rubber Manufactur- 
ers Association, after weeks of ne- 
gotiations at New York. Informal 
conferences will be held this week 
and a date for a hearing set. 

Besides standing firm for the 
“merit clause” — a clause which 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, Recovery Admin- 


istrator, has emphatically opposed 
—the code calls for an agreement 
prohibiting any repetition of “price 
wars” and sets up a “tire code au- 
thority” to enforce fair trades prac- 
tices. 

The code authority would be com- 
prised of eight members to be se 
lected from the industry in an un- 
specified manner and a maximum 
of three representatives of the NRA 
who would be appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt but have no vote. 

Similar to Auto Pian. 

The “merit clause” was similar 
to that which Johnson permitted in 
the automobile code, because, in his 
own words, he promised it “in a 
weak moment,” but which he has 
asserted will be permitted in no 
more codes. 

It read that, without attempting 
to modify the right of collective 
bargaining provided in the Recov- 
ery Act, “employers may exercise 
their right to select, retain or ad- 
vance employes on the basis of in- 
dividual merit without regard to 
their membership or non-member- 
ship in any organization.” 

It was inserted after a paragraph 
saying employes “shall have the 
right to organize and bargain 
through representatives of their 
own choosing.” 

The labor provision also specified 
that “no employe and no one seek- 
ing employment shall be required 
as a condition of employment to 
join any company union or to re 
frain from joining, organizing or 
assisting a labor organization of 
his own choosing.” 

Study of Stabilization. 

The code authority committee 
would study a market stabilization 
plan based on cost contro] and re- 
port in 30 days. In the meantime, 
an elaborate temporary agreement 
for trade practices was set forth 
proving that, among other things, 
“selling prices should be main- 
tained at the present levels or at 
such higher levels as may be ne- 
cessitated by increased costs.” 

Four classes of manufacturers 
would be set up, based on their total 
sales last year, and no new dealer, 
nationdl or commercial account 
commitments, would be made be- 
yond Dec. 31. 

Minimum wages and maximum 
hours were the same as in the pre- 
vious code. For factory workers 
the limits would be 36 hours a 
week, with a total of 104 hours a 
year in excess of the maximum per- 
mitted each man, and a wage of 40 
cents an hour. Salaries would 
range from $15 weekly in cities of 
more than 500,000 population to $14 
in those between 2500 and 250,000, 
and $12 in those of less than 2500. 
No employes under 16 years old 
would be hired, and none under 18 
in milling, calendering or other op- 
erations where there might be 
“recognized hazards.”

Mrs. Pearlman says she is a Ro- 
man Catholic. She and Pearlman, 
an orthodox Jew, were married at 
Edwardsville May 22, 1922, over the 
objections of his relatives, who, she 
states, “solemnized the ceremony 
with the threat to cause a separa- 
tion, if it took 10 years to do so;” 

“Thereupon began an endurance 
contest between the wife and the 
relatives for the love and affection 
of Pearlman,” the petition recites. 
“The plaintiff both won and lost, 
as she lived with Morris Pearlman 
more than 10 years,” the petition 
adds. 

Six months after the marriage 
Pearlman’s relatives had him 
placed under observation at City 
Hospital “on the ground that his 
affection for his wife was conclu- 
sive proof of his mental incapac- 
ity,” the suit alleges. After four 
days he was released and received 
$500 from his relatives with the un- 
derstanding that he would take no 
action against them, Mrs. Pearlman 
states. 

Mrs. Pearlman said her hus- 
band’s relatives offered her $500 
and expenses to divorce him “on 
any ground.” Failing in this, they 
persuaded her to go through an or- 
thodox Jewish wedding ceremony 
in which her given name was 
changed from Lillian to Ruth. The 
relatives were still displeased with 
her, and last July influenced Pearl- 
man to desert her and take up his 
residence with his mother, she al- 
leges. She blames them for replev- 
in suits, which she says her hus- 
band has filed in an effort to get 
custody of wedding gifts and oth- 
er personal property.

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TEXTILES STATIONARY 
AFTER PRICE SPURT 


Consumer’s Counsel Reports 
Little Change for Week 
Ending Sept. 13. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The re- 
tail price of four typical textiles, 
Dr. Fred C. Howe, consumer’s 
counsel of the Farm Administra- 
tion, has announced, showed little 
change during the week ending 
Sept. 13, on the basis of reports 
from stores in 22 cities. 

This, he said, was in contrast to 
the substantial increase noted be- 
tween Aug. 2 and Sept. 6 on the 
goods chosen—sheets, work shirts, 
overalls and unbleached muslin. 

The average price changes from 
Aug. 2 to Sept. 13 were: Sheets, 


from $1.06 to $1.25; work shirts, 74 
cents to 85 cents; overalls, $1.18 to 
$1.42, and unbleached muslin, per 
yard, 10 cents to 13 cents. 
Merchants Stocked Up Well. 

Textile manufacturers have insist- 
ed that the processing tax on cot- 
ton, which went into effect Aug. 2, 
and the increase in wages under 
the cotton textile code, in operation 
since July 17, necessitated the price 
increase in their goods. 

“How much these added expenses 
were responsible for the increase in 
retail prices cannot be stated,” 
Howe said. “Retail merchants seem 
to have stocked up well before they 
went into effect. 

“In any case, the processing or 
floor tax represented a small part 
of the price to the consumer on 
Sept. 13. In the case of the sheets, 
it amounted to less than 8 cents; 
on work shirts, 3% cents; on over- 
alls, 8% cents; on unbleached mus- 
lin, just a trifle over 1 cent.” 

Profit Margins and Overhead. 

“We have analyzed the manufac- 
turers’ profit margins and overheat 
of 17 types of cotton goods since 
March 3,” he said, “and find that 
they have increased on the average 
much more than material or labor 
costs have advanced. 

“This margin was 2.68 cents on 
March 3. On July 14, before the 
tax and the code but at the peak 
of the rush business mills were do- 
ing, the overhead and profit mar- 
gin had increased to 12.11 cents. 
Since then it has come down—on 
July 28 to 10.57 cents, on Aug. 11 
to 10.72 cents—until it has reached 
7.50 cents on Sept. 15. 

“On all of these dates, since 
March, the manufacturers’ over- 
head and profit margin was greater 
than it was in 1929, when it stood 
at 6.16 cents.” 


SEABURY CALLS M’KEE TOOL 
OF FLYNN AND J. A. FARLEY 


Opening Fusion Campaign in New 
York He Denounces Cabinet 
Member as Spoilsman.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3—Samuel 
Seabury and Fiorello H. LaGuar- 
dia, last night launched the fusion 
campaign to break Tammany’s po- 
litical hold on New York. 

A cheering throng in Cooper Un- 
ion heard Seabury attack Mayor 
John P. O’Brien, Tammany candi- 
date for re-election as Mayor, and 
Joseph V. McKee, independent 
mayoral entrant, last night. 

Seabury raked the Tammany re- 
gime, but trained most of his fire on 
McKee whom he called the “plant, 
subservient vacillating tool” of Ed- 
ward J. Flynn, “political boss of the 
Bronx.” 

He called Postmaster-General 
James A. Farley, who advocated 
McKee’s candidacy, an “arch spoils- 
man.” 

John Curry, Tammany leader, 
dominates the city, Seabury said, 
through Mayor O’Brien, who “does 
not know what it is all about.” 
McKee’s candidacy, he charged, 
is designed “either to divide the 
vote and elect O’Brien so that Flynn 
and Curry can administer the city, 
or it is designed to secure the 
power of the mayoralty of this city 
for Flynn and that arch spoilsman, 
Farley.” 

LaGuardia, Fusion candidate, de- 
voted most of his speech to a pro- 
gram for rehabilitating the city’s 
financial standing. He promised to 
“clean out the whole horde of Tam- 
many parasites,” which, he said, 
would save the city $50,000,000 a 
year. 


FEDERAL COURT CONGESTION 
BEING GRADUALLY REDUCED 


Appellate Judges Also Keeping Up 

With Work, Says Report Made 
Public by Hughes.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.— Chief 


Justice Hughes yesterday made 
public a report showing that con- 
gestion in Federal Courts is grad- 
ually being reduced and that Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeal are keeping 
abreast of their work in a satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The report was prepared by the 
annual conference of senior court 
judges which was held here last 
week to survey the amount of busi- 
ness before Federal courts through- 
out the country.

Information furnished the confer- 
ence by Attorney-General Cum- 
mings disclosed there were 197,384 
cases commenced in the Federal 
courts in the year ending June 30, 
1933, and 205,629 terminated. The 
total number of cases filed in 1933 
was 25,354 less than in 1932. 
The report showed that 65 per 
cent of the 20,907 criminal cases. 
pending in the Federal courts on 
last June 30 were prosecutions un-

Special Grand Jury Meets 4 Times 
in 6 Weeks; Says Evidence Is 
Insufficient. 
TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Oct. 3. — A 
special grand jury that met four 
times in six weeks to investigate 
the lynching of two young Negroes 
reported yesterday it had not found 
sufficient evidence on which to

The grand jury was convened on 
Aug. 15 to investigate the lynching 
of Dan Pippenujjr and A. T. Har- 
den, who were under indictments 
charging attack and murder of 
Miss Vaudine Maddox, 21-year-old 
white girl. 

In making its report, the grand 
jury expressed confidence in Sher- 
iff R. L. Shamblin, adding that 
nothing in the investigation reflect- 
ed on his integrity or ability as a 
law enforcement officer. The re- 
port also urged that all citizens sup- 
port officers in the enforcement of 
the law. 

In preliminary investigation into

SOON BY TWO DETROIT BANKS

DETROIT, Oct. 3.—Federal offi- 
cials here expect an early pay-off 
of between 30 and 40 per cent to 
depositors of the closed Guardian 
National Bank of Commerce, and 
of 20 per cent to depositors of the 
closed First National Bank-Detroit. 
The payments are to be made from 
funds advanced by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation.

President Green Appears Unexpect- 
edly at Hearing; Demands Cut 
in Working Hours. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, pressed again 
today for “a drastic reduction in 
working hours” at a public hear- 
ing on a code for the automobile 
parts and equipment manufactu- 
Ters. 

Appearing unexpectedly at the 
hearing, Green took exception not 
only to the merit clause that is 
identical to that in the automobile 
manufacturers’ code, but said un- 
less the maximum work week were 
fixed at-30 hours there could be no 
adequate restoration of' employ- 
ment.

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LAWYER IS JAILED 
FOR HIS TAGTICS IN 
U. §. TAX INQUIRY 


Held in Contempt for Not 
Answering on Fee-Split- 
ting With Illinois Com- 
mission Chairman.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3—Henry L. 
Blim, Chicago attorney, was sen- 
tenced to three months in the coun- 
ty jail by Federal Judge John P. 
Barnes today for contempt of 
court in failing to answer satisfac- 
torily the Government’s questions 
concerning the income of William 
H. Malone, former chairman of the 
State Tax Commission. 

Three others had been cited for 
contempt, but asked leave to ap- 
pear again before the grand jury 
and promised to tell the whole 
truth. 

The Government had tried to 
draw from Blim and two other at- 
torneys testimony that would show 
they split fees with the Tax Com- 
mission chairman after represent- 
ing large corporations before the 
commission in pleas for tax reduc-

Blim was accused by the District

The restraining order was issued 
yesterday on complaint of Gus 
Lowry of Sullivan, Ind., a holder 
of Insull company debentures, who 
alleged that the account amounted 
to $1,000,000 and was deposited by 
Insull before his flight from Chi-

NOLTE AGAINST SALE OF CITY 
WATER TO SUBURBAN TOWNS 


Comptroller Suggests That 
Consolidate With St. Louis If 
They Want Advantages. 
Comptroller Nolte announced to- 
day he was opposed to the sale of 
city water to suburban towns, as 
suggested in inquiries rece*ved by 
the city from University City and 
Brentwood. He said Brentwood 
proposed to resell the water at a 
profit of more than 200 per cent 
and that the same idea might be in 
the minds of University City offi- 
cials. 

The logical way to expand St. 
Louis would be to take in populous 
suburban areas, such as University 
City, Nolte declared, adding: “How- 
ever, if these smaller surrounding 
cities can contract for our facilities 
at cost and even make these facili- 
ties a source of revenue for them- 
selves, St. Louis will never expand, 
as there no longer will be any in- 
ducement for them to become part 
of St. Louis.” 

Nolfe asserted there would be 
many legal complications if St. 
Louis sold its water outside; that 
the city might then become sub- 
ject to the State Public Service 
Commission and involved in costly 
hearings and _ litigation, which 
would penalize local consumers. 
Areas which would like city advan- 
tages should consolidate with the 
city, he said.

NRA JOB CENSUS EXPECTED 
TO BE COMPLETED IN 3 WEEKS 


3,000,000 Questionnaires to Be Dis- 
tributed to Employers By 
Postmen. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—A cen- 
sus of all American employing es- 
tablishments to determine how 
many men have been returned to 
work by NRA and how much pay- 
rolls have been increased has been 
started by the Government with 
the hope that the answer would 
be obtained within three weeks. 

The census involves distribution 
by postmen of 3,000,000 question- 
naires to all types of employers in 
cities, town or village except farm- 
ers, householders and public agen- 
cies. The answer will give the 
change in number of employes and 
in volume of wages that have taken 
place in the period July 15—Oc- 
tober 14. 

The Census Bureau will receive 
the answers, and quickly run up 
totals so NRA may know without 
delay how far it has traveled. The 
answers will be confidential, only 
the total result being made public. 

The census blank was headed by 
a brief message from President 
Roosevelt to the employer: 

“Two months ago I invited you 
to enter into an agreement with 
me to aid industrial recovery by 
shortening hours of work and by 
increasing wage rates. The time 
has come to take stock. The in- 
formation here requested is neces- 
sary to determine the progress we 
have made.” 


PROCESSING TAX TO PROVIDE 
RELIEF CORPORATION FUNDS 


Receipts Added to Money Already 
Available Expected to Be Enough 
Until Next Spring. 

By the Associated Presy. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Process- 
ing taxes assessed by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
are to be used to provide funds for 
the new emergency relief corpora- 
tion. 

These funds added to money now 
in the hands of Harry L. Hopkins, 
the relief administrator, are expect- 
ed to take care of the situation un- 
til next spring. Purchases of a va- 
riety of supplies for the needy are 
contemplated. 

Hopkins said today it was prob- 
able the relief administration 
would ask Congress in January for 
another large fund for emergency 
Congress has appropriated 
$800,000,000 in the last two years. 

The payment of one-third of the 
money needed for relief work in the 
various states is to be continued as 
in the past, Hopkins said. This 
will be aside from the money used 
to purchase supplies, particularly 
farm products.

He was captured 
in Denver last June. 

It was learned today that De la 
Casa’s first lieutenant in the es- 
cape, Raymond Jones, 22, former 
inmate of the Boonville Reforma- 
tory, had been caught in Kansas 
City and -sent to the State peniten- 
tiary for a holdup. He was arrest- 
ed July 28 for a $48 candy com- 
pany robbery.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Expen- 
diture of $145,000,000 to complete de- | 
velopment of the Missouri River for 
navigation has been recommended 
by Major-General Lytle Brown. 
chief of army engineers. 

The War Department said the 
plan outlined by Brown after six 
years of study calls for construc- 
tion of a huge reservoir at Fort 
Peck, Montana, and completion of 
a six-foot channel from Kansas City 
to Sioux City, Ia. Work is in prog- 
ress on the “middle river” channel 
under a public works appropria- 
tion of more than $14,000,000. 

Brown previously had certified to | 
the Secretary of War that the chan- 
nel from the river's mouth to Kan- 
sas City would be ready for barge 
lines March 1. Boats to extend ser- 
vice to the Missouri already have 
been constructed by the Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation. 

The Fort Peck reservoir would 
cover about 212,000 acres and would 
insure a constant discharge of wa- 
ter sufficient for navigation through 
the lower Missouri channel. It would

State Monopoly of Gasoline 
In Sweden to Be Proposed 


. At Winter Session of Riksdag 


Three Plans Suggested, Two Involving Pur- 
chase, Third Price Regulations—Dealers 
Lose Through Competition. 


By the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 3.—Propo- 
sals for a state monopoly on gaso- 
line in Sweden are contained in a 
report by a special committee 
which. wil! present its finding to the 
Riksdag this winter. 

If a monopoly is established, Swe- 
den will be, along with Spain, one 


of the few ccuntries in the world to 
introduce state control.in the sale 
and distribution of gasoline. 

Three methods of creating a mon- 
opoly are outlined by the commit- 
tee: (1) Purchase by the state of 
only the terniinal stations of the oil 
companies now operating. (2) Pur- 
chases of al] physical equipment. 
(3) Strict regulation of prices by 
the Government. 

Subsidiaries of two American 
companies, the Texas Corporation 
and the Standard Oii Co. of New 
Jersey, would be affected by the 
plan. 

In its report the committee notes 
that the oil companies in Sweden 
have been losing money for the 
last few years, largely due to un- 
usually sharp competition which in- 
volves giving various forms of re- 
bates to the customer, from a for- 
mal retail price of 27 ore a liter 
(about 27 cents a gallor). Deduct- 


| 


ing rebates and Government taxes 
of 101-10 ore a liter the oil com- 
panies received from 10 to 12 ore 
a liter as their share. 

To purchase all equipment of the 
oil companies now operating would 
require an estimated 125 million 
kroner (approximately $30,000,000) 
plus 30,000,000 kroner in compensa- 
tion for discharged employes and 


other adjustments. Government 
revenue from gasoline taxes now 
totals approximately 40,000,000 
kroner. 


The committee also recommends 
an enforced mixing with gasoline 
of alcohol made at the _ sulphite 
mills, and the use of only alcohol 
manufactured from potatoes in the 
manufacture of liquor. 

The conservative press considers 
the proposed monopoly another re- 
sult of the Farmer-Socialist coali- 
tion. That the Government could 
assist the state railways through a 
gasoline monopoly, as well as in- 
crease state revenues, also is men- 
tioned. 

A bill to restrict long hauls by 
truck will be presented to the Riks- 
dag this winter. 

Vigorous protests against a gaso- 
line monopoly have been made by 
organizations of truck and bus 
owner, and a fight over the pro- 
posal is anticipated.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—An eco 
nomic program designed to miti- 
gate depressions, built around un- 
employment reserves, was outlined 
last night by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins. 


Advocated at a session of the Na- 
tional Conference of Catholic Chari- 
ties, the remedies, aside from job- 
less insurance, are: 

Social and industrial provision for 
old age. 

Public works or Government ex- 
penditure planned in advance for 
stimulating employment and busi- 
ness in time:‘of early slack in em- 


ployment. 

Free public employment ex- 
changes on a national scale. 
Development by industry of 
means for employment stabiliza- 
tion. 

An agricultural program in- 


tegrated with industry. 
Adult education. 


On unemployment insurance, Miss 
Perkins declared for a compulsory 
system “because I believe it would 
provide an incentive for the sta- 
bilization of employment. The man- 
agers of industry. would be exert- 
ing themselves to reduce their pre- 
miums just as they become inter- 
ested in safety devices to cut their 
premiums under various state 
workmen’s compensation laws.” 
Not a Cure for Unemployment. 
Emphasizing that such insurance 
“is in no sense-a cure for unem- 
ployment,” Miss Perkins said a 
jobless reserve in industry “will 
immensely relieve the community 
of the cost of poor relief and char- 
ity.” 

Miss Perkins continued: 

“It should be remembered that 
the dole—the payment of relief 
funds to all the unemployed—was 
added to England’s unemployment 
insurance fund with benefits going 
to those who paid no premiums. 
This destroyed the insurance prin- 
ciple artifically . such  blun- 
ders as those made in connection 
with unemployment insurance have 
been political, in my judgment. 
From them, the United States 
should be able to learn a valuable 
lesson when we set up some form 
of compulsory reserves against un- 
employment.” 

“No one has found a cure for un- 
employment, although we are ex- 
perimenting in that direction under 
the National Recovery Act.” 
Necessity of Wage Increases. 
Such a system, if it is to succeed. 
must be kept free “from the en- 
tanglements of dole features,” Miss 
Perkins added. 

“It seems clear enough that we 
can no longer hope to build up the 
economic life of the nation,” Miss 
Perkins said, “without first build- 
iig up the earnings of the working 
population. To create prosperity, 
we must develop opportunities for 
work; we must stabilize the in- 
comes of our wage workers.” 

No longer “should any single 
business man profit at the public 
expense by paying wages which 
depress the nation’s standard of|

living and dry up the purchasing 


power which is the life blood of 
other industries.” 

Despite the “fact that the recov- 
ery program is working better than 
statistics indicate,” Harry L. Hop- 
kins, Federal Relief Administrator, 
told the conference that the prob- 
lem of aid for the jobless will be 
“just as serious this winter as last.” 

The Catholic charities conference 
marks the centenary of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, one of the 
oldest aid societies in the country. 


PEEK CALLS ON PEANUT 
BUYERS TO INCREASE PRICES 


Processors Asked to Submit Market- 
ing Agreement; Cut in Produc- 
tion Planned. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3. — Farm 


Administrator George N. Peek yes- 
terday took up the cause of the 
peanut grower whose product nar- 
rowly missed being listed as a basic 
agricultural product in the Farm 
act. 

He requested peanut cleaners 
and shellers to increase prices to 
growers voluntarily over those now 
prevailing. 

On No. 1 Spanish peanuts, he 
asked that payments be increased 
from $40 a ton to $60. He said this 
would increase the returns of pea- 
nut growers of Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida by almost $4,000,000. 
For No. 1 farmers’ stock runners 
he asked that prices be increased 
to $55 a ton, with comparable price 
increases for other varieties and 
grades. 

Peek said that he has asked food 
processors to submit a marketing 
agreement by Nov. 1 which would 
have as one objective payment of 
parity prices based on pre-war re- 
lationships to farmers on their 
products, including peanuts. He 
also disclosed that a program for 
cutting production and supplies of 
peanuts is being formulated for ap- 
plication in 1934.

FARM ACT. ORDERS 
UNDER TT, VALID 


District Judge at San Fran- 
cisco Says Constitution 
Gives Broad Power to 
Regulate Commerce. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—Con- 
stitutionality of the agricultural ad- 
justment act and the right of the 
United States Government to en- 
force provisions of the farm-mar- 
keting agreements were upheld by 


United States District Judge A. F. 
St. Sure. 

The jurist made permanent an 
order against Calistan Packers, Inc., 
of Modesto, Cal., peach canners, en- 
joining them from further violating 
the cling peach marketing agree- 
ment, 


The Government charged the Cal- 
istan company packed twice its al- 
lotment of 77,000 cases of peaches 
this season, failed to pay the $5-a- 
ton assessment which, under the 
cling peach marketing agreement, 
was used to pay for surplus and un- 
canned peaches, and refused its 
books for inspection to representa- 
tives of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. The decision gives the 
Government the right to inspect the 
books. 

Argument for Government. 

The decision followed an argu- 
ment for the injunction by James 
Lawrence Ely, special assistant to 
the United States Attorney-General, 
in which he asked that the national 
recovery program of President 
Roosevelt be not endangered by any 
adverse ruling of the court. Calis- 
tan made no argument. 

Donald MacLean, president of the 
Modesto concern, said he had with- 
drawn opposition to the injunction 
and reached an agreement with 
Government officials for disposal of 
the surplus pack of nearly 80,000 
cases. 

Judge St. Sure took cognizance 
of the recovery program and Ely’s 
statement that “a recalcitrant 5 per 
cent minority may break down the 
entire recovery program.” 

“This court holds the agricultural 
adjustment act and the marketing 
and license for cling peaches canned 
in California and the proceedings of 
the Secretary of Agriculture there- 
under are constitutional and valid,” 
the Judge said. 

Commercial Clause Broad. 

“The power to regulate interstate 
commerce is granted in broad terms 
to the national Congress and this 
should not be _ restrictively con- 
strued.” 

“In the cling peach industry and 
in other industries, due to great 
overproduction and ruinous compe- 
tition, members of that industry 
and the trade and commerce there- 
of have been near the point of ruin- 
ation.” 

MacLean said a committee which 
will include members of the Cali- 
fornia Cling Peach Control Board, 
will sell his overpack of peaches, 
pay the Government the $5-a-ton as- 
sessment due under the marketing 
agreement to help pay for the un- 
packed surplus, and to pay Calistan 
creditors. 

In exchange, MacLean said, he 
did not believe the Government 
would press its claim for a receiver 
for the overpack.

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GERMANS SEEKING 
0 BAR DEBATE ON 
IEWS AT GENEVA 


Von Keller Denies That 
Subject Can Properly Be 
Brought Up Under Head 


of Minorities. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Oct. 3—German dele- 
gates attempted to forestall consid- 
eration of the Jewish question in 
connection with debates on minori- 
ties today by taking the stand in a 
meeting of the League of Nations’ 
Political Committee that the two 
problems were not related. 

The permanent German represen- 
tative in the League, Dr. von Keller, 
contended that Jews in Germany 
were not a linguistic or national mi- 
nority, and never had asked to be 
treated as a minority. 

The Czecho-Slovakian delegate, 
Eduard Benes, urged that the great 
Powers try to solve the problem of 
Jews by immigration to Palestine, 
saying Palestine could absorb 200,- 
000 Jews in the next four years. 

German and French Viewpoint. 

Dr. von Keller said that unhappi- 
ly Europe was witnessing a strug- 
gle in which minorities suffered 
economically and culturally and 
condemned a “tendency to pro- 
ceed with more or less forced 
assimilation of foreign minori- 
ties by a dominant population.” 
He insisted that Germany had al- 
ways protected minorities and op- 
posed assimilation, adding that “the 
idea of Germanization is unknown 
to us, but on the other hand, we ob- 
ject to attempts to denationalize 
Germans.” 

Characterizing attempts to intro- 
duce the Jewish question as “re- 
grettable tactics,” Von Keller an- 
nounced that Germany was ready 
to accept in principle the protection 
of minorities under the auspices of 
the League. 

The French delegate in a speech 
asserted that Germany’s treatment 
of Jews was an indirect breach of 
treaties and said that the “direct 
abrogation of certain principles is 
undoubtedly related to the minori- 
ties question as accepted by the 
League.” 

Says France Backs Austria. 

Joseph Paul-Boncour, French 
Foreign Minister, told the assem- 
bly of the League of Nations yes- 
terday that the four-Power Euro- 
pean peace pact of Great Britain, 
France, Ital” and Germany 
strengthened the Locarno pact. He 
was applauded when he = said 
France backed Austria in its resist- 
ance against any attempts at the 
nation’s independence either from 
within or from without. 

He saw Europe as steadily re- 
constructing itself by regional ac- 
cords, particularly those with Rus- 
sia, but as needing the League to 
eonciliate and co-ordinate the ac- 
cords. 

Paul-Boncour demanded virile 
decisions on disarmament which 
would assure national security and 
“solutions acceptable to all nations, 
particularly an automatic control 
of armament which would be re- 
ciprocal and effective.” 

The assembly voted to increase 
the council from 14 to 15 members. 
Portugal announced its candidacy 
for the new seat. 

Criticism appearing in Paris 
newpsapers to the effect that Paul- 
Boncour was making too many 
concessions to the Germans, espe- 
cially regarding the size of the 
French army, was reported to have 
led him to go to Paris and consult 
with the Cabinet. Reports that a 
French statesman had conferred 
with the Secretary of Germany’s 
Ministry of Propaganda, Paul Jos- 
eph Goebbels, was said to have ex- 
cited some of the French leaders.

AHEAD OF BRITAIN 
IN COTTON TEXTILES 


With Low Wages and Other 
Factors,Exports 1,392,000,000 
Yards; England 1,386,000,000

TOKIO, Oct. 3.—Japan’s cotton 
industry pointed to statistics to- 
day and said it had ended Great 


Britain’s century-long reign as the 
world’s greatest cotton cloth ex- 
porting nation. 

Statistics prepared by the- Jap- 
anese federation of cotton textile 
manufacturers for the first eight 
months of 1933 showed Japan ex- 
ported 1,392,000,000 square yards of 
cotton cloth to Britain’s 1,386,000,- 
000. 


Leaders of the industry de 
scribed the statistics as illustrat- | 
ing steady gains made by the vig- | 
orous young Japanese industry, 
‘which entered world markets 75 
years after the British, at the ex- 
pense of Lancashire’s domination. 

In 1929, the statistics further 
showed, exports of cotton cloths 
from Great Britain totaled 3,866,- 
000,000 square yards to 1,418,000,000 
for Japan. In 1932, Great Britain 
exported 2,198,000,000 square yards 
while Japan exported 2,031,000,000. 

The Japanese success in the 
trade offensive was considered at- 
tributable partly to the deprecia- 
ted yen and low wages, along with 
increasing industrial efficiency and 
the vigorous search for markets 
throughout the world.

council membership from 11 to 25. 
The metal trades department of 
the Federation urged the conven- 
tion to ask the Federation leaders 
to cease putting mechanics into 
Federal unions instead of craft 
unions. 

The third party was proposed by 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel & Tin Workers, who 
said in their resolution that “Neithe. 
er the Republican nor the Demo+ 
cratic parties can be counted upon. 
to further the aims or to advance 
the conditions of labor.” . 

Philip Ickler of the Central La- 
bor Union at Pensacola, Fia., pro» 
posed that the Federation fight at 
the next session of Congress for 


compulsory unemployment insur- 
ance law. 
The metal trades department, 


which includes about 700,000 organ- 
ized workers, held that “under ex- 
isting industria] developments it 
has become more necessary than 
ever” that a Federal license law. 
be proposed. 

On the organization question the 
Metal Trades Department said that 
“constructive organizing work by 
international unions of the metal 
trades is being seriously 
jeopardized through the issuing of 
charters to Federal labor unions 
into whose membership mechanics 
are included contrary to the juris- 
dictiona] rights of the international 
unions.” 

This resolution requests the ex- 
ecutive council of the Federation 
“to take such immediate action as 
is necessary to prevent the inclu- 
sion in Federal labor unions of any 
mechanic over whom the interna- 
tional unions have jurisdiction.” 

Federal labor unions are directly 
affiliated with the General Federa- 
tion instead of through the interne 
tionals.

St. Louis could not pass a bond issue-then, yet it was 
passed. Of course, the owners of real estate are com- 
plaining about high taxes. It is a chronic complaint 
of theirs, as Mayor Dickmann, former head of the 
Real Estate Exchange, well knows. Are these Cas- 
sandras and Jeremiahs to be permitted to guide the 
destiny of St. Louis? 
We fully realize the burden of taxes is heavy, and 
that a bond issue would increase it, but we insist 
that large capital expenditure at this time is a vital 
aspect of the recovery plan. If that program is not 
successful, real estate owners will have more to com: 
plain about than they have now. It is futile for them 
to pretend that their fortunes are not bound up with 
the fortunes of the city as a whole. Moreover, real 
estate owners certainly do not want to pay taxes for 
improvements in other cities, which have the good 
sense to accept the Federal Government’s offer under 
the $3,300,000,000 fund, and they assuredly will have 
to do so if St. Louis does not get its share. 
Mayor Dickmann is not speaking of all real estate 
owners when he cites their objection to a bond issue. 
The principal item in the $41,986,000 program is 
improvement of the central river front, a project 
that would anchor downtown real estate values, now 
crumbling away because of the difficulties of enter- 
ing the downtown district. Central river front im- 
provement involves opening up lower downtown, 
through great traffic arteries, converging in a wid- 
ened and double-decked Third street. Much of the 
city's tax revenue comes from downtown office build- 
ings. The prosperity of St. Louis at large is bound 
up with its central district, which would benefit enor- 
mously by a bond issue. 

Apparently, Mayor Dickmann feels he courts un- 
popularity if he suggests a bond issue now. On the 
contrary, if under his administration the river front 
should be improved and if, in the process, work could 
be provided for thousands now walking the streets, 
it would make his administration remembered along 
with that of Rolla Wells, under which St. Louis 
staged its celebrated Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
and the Kiel administration, under which the $87,000,- 
000 bond issue was passed. Even if a bond issue were 
defeated at the polls, the Mayor would have dis- 
charged his obligation to co-operate with President 
Roosevelt’s heroic efforts to pull the country out of 
the depression. 

However, we believe a bond issue could be carried. 
The people are tired both of accepting and giving the 
dole. We have spent millions of dollars in the past 
four years merely to feed, clothe and shelter the un- 
employed. There is nothing to show for this money. 
Even those who have received it resent the necessity 
which compelled them to do so. They would much 
prefer to earn it. They would much prefer to pre- 
serve their self-respect by honest labor. That is a 
powerful argument for the bond issue, and there are 
many others. 

What Mayor Dickmann is doing is to leave the 
field before a shot is fired. It is unlike him that this 
should be true. In his brief career as Mayor, he has 
shown fine courageson many occasions. We have fre- 
quently been impelled to offer him commendation. 
Because we have learned of his excellent qualities, 
we hope he will run to form in this instance. It is 
the greatest test he has yet faced. It is also his great- 
est opportunity to exhibit a quality of leadership 
that St. Louis has sadly lacked for many years. 

Is he going to be sweryed from grasping it by 
selfish minorities? Is he going to let Chicago, De 
troit, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, and other cities in less 
sound financial shape than St. Louis, go to Washing- 
ton and get money that should come to St. Louis? 
Is he going to make it necessary for St. Louisans, 
through income taxes and other Federal imposts, to 
pay for improvements in these other cities, while St. 
Louis goes without them? Is he going to permit the 
generations-old dream of a beautiful central river 
front to go unrealized for another eon? Is he going to 
refuse to provide the sorely-needed jobs that a bond 
issue would create? 

What about it, Mr. Mayor? 
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And there’s that fellow McKee who, we once 
thought, was the real McCoy. 
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TOM MANN GETS HIS VISA. 
The State Department has decided that the nation’s 
gates shall not be closed to unorthodox opinion after 
all, and has approved admittance of Tom Mann, vet- 
eran British labor leader and admitted Communist. 
Previously, the American consulate at London had 
refused a visa to the 76-year-old Briton, who planned 
to speak at the Congress Against War, in New York. 
Aémission of Mann sets a precedent for this country, 
whose ironclad rule has been to bar all members 
of the Third International. The State Department 
now accepts the view, as pointed out by the many 
individuals and organizations that protested against 
Mann’s exclusion, that the law provides for discre- 
tionary and not mandatory exclusion of Communists. 
Our officialdom has made itself more than a little 
ridiculous in past by rigid construction of this law, 
Thus, Shapurji Saklatvala, an Anglo-Indian Commun- 
ist, in 1925 was refused permission to attend a meet- 
ing of the Inter-parliamentary Union in Washington, 
although he was at the time a member of the British 
Parliament. The ban extended even to travelers pass- 
ing through the country, for Alexandra Kollantai in 
1926 was not allowéd to touch our soil, when on the 
way to her post as Soviet Minister to Mexico. It 


fered disability as the result of war service are en- 
titled to payment from the Federal Treasury, 

Like Mr. Hoover, who went to Detroit two years 
ago to urge the American Legion not to demand im- 
mediate payment of the bonus, Mr. Roosevelt bearded 
the lion in his den. It is not an easy thing to do. 
The Legion is very powerful politically. In the dec- 
ade 1920-30, it got nearly everything it asked for in 
Washington. Congress could not resist it, and the 
Legion’s specialty was in getting bills passed over 
presidential veto. 
Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Hoover, on many occasions, 
found their vetoes overridden. They, as responsible 
heads of the Government, could not conscientiously 
sign bills which took ever-increasing sums from the 
Treasury, and which always extended the field of 
eligibility for pensions and allowances. They knew 
the end-result, namely, that hundreds of thousands 
of veterans without a shadow of a claim on the Gov- 
ernment would be supported with public funds. 
When Mr. Roosevelt entered office, the annual 
bill for veterans stood at the amazing total of a bil- 
lion dollars annually, or 25 per cent of all Federal 
expenditures. It had to be cut down. Mr. Roosevelt 
knew that Congress, because of political pressure, 
could not do it unless he shouldered most of the re- 
sponsibility, and Congress knew that, too. The Na- 
tional Economy Act, fostered by the President, was 
passed, and under it he gained the power, within lim- 
its, to make the reductions. The roar of protest was 
deafening. It emanated from those whose pie had 
been taken away from them. But the country as a 
whole applauded what it recognized as an act of 
superb political temerity. 
We are under no illusion that the Chicago speech 
will end the pension fight. Mr. Hoover succeeded for 
only a year in stopping the bonus demand. As long as 
there is any chance to cash in on war service and as 
long as there are veteran leaders who make their liv- 
ing by promoting pension legislation, the fight will 
continue. However, it does the Legion good to hear so 
plain and fair a statement of the issue as Mr. Roose 
velt made, and to have notice served on it that the 
Treasury is still barred to those who have no claim 
on it. 
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GASTONIA TRANSFORMED. 
Describing the change wrought at Gastonia, N. C.— 
“the darkest labor spot in the country”—by the abo- 
lition of child labor, William G. Shepherd, the veteran 
reporter, says in the current issue of Collier's 
Weekly: 


The children are out of the mills. They went 
out Aug. 1. Prior to that time, textile manufac- 
turers of both America and Europe had found at 
Gastonia a gold mine of cheap labor—almost as 
cheap, compared with the cost of living, and as 
helpless and docile as the services of Chinese 
coolies. State labor laws were almost completely 
unenforced. Hours were long and hands under- 
paid. At least one out of every four were chil- 
dren under 18; thousands were under 16; many 
hundreds had just turned 12. 

The children are out of the mills to stay, just 
as much as the Negroes are out of slavery. Gas- | 
tonia is getting ready to care for additional chil- 
dren in its schools. Its child toilers have gone 
up in the scale of human values. They have 
been turned into American school children at 
last. A new kind of slave has been set free, a 
slave who has not been able to run away. You'll 
see them free, playing and laughing as if they 
had never been tied to machinery. No matter 
what the New Deal may do to others, it has raised 
quotations on the value of American childhood. 


If the administration which came into power March 
4 had done nothing more than make thig change from 
medievalism to an enlightened present at Gastonia 
and hundreds of other Gastonias in the United 
States, it would deserve thanks from the bottom of 
the heart of every civilized American. 
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SURPLUS COMMODITIES TO THE NEEDY. 


“We are not going through another winter like the 
last,” said President Roosevelt two months ago, and 
he has suited action to the words of that ringing 
declaration. His announcement that a Government 
corporation had been set up, to buy surplus foodstuffs, 
clothing and fuel and distribute them among the 
needy, is a direct step toward tempering the forth- 
coming winter’s winds toward the shorn lamb of our 
depression. Likewise, it is a move toward ending 
the mad paradox of poverty amid plenty, of food de- 
struction on the one hand and hunger on the other. 
Further, it will remove some of the commodity sur- 
pluses which have been clogging the markets and 
keeping farm prices at inequitably low levels. : 
The primary duty of any government, national or 
local, is to sustain its people when, through no fault 
of their own, they are unable to obtain the neces- 
saries of life for themselves. In creating the new 
relief corporation, the President recognizes this duty, 
and will apply direct action to diverting surplus com- 
inodities to persons who need them. To the extent 
of its available funds, the corporation will seek to 
avert this winter the supreme irony of goods stored 
away in warehouses, while hungry, cold and thread- 
bare Americans pace outside. 

The available funds, $330,000,000, while an imposing 
total, are far from enough to solve alone the winter’s 
relief problem. Thus formation of the new corpora- 
tion in no wise releases the states, cities and com- 
munities from their obligation toward the destitute. 
But it is reassuring to know that the Government 
will spend tis money for direct relief, without the 
quibbles over jurisdiction and precedent that were 
heard in the previous administration. Relief and 
re-employment are the mightiest of our immediate 
problems, and speedy action is proceeding on both 
fronts.

The New F rontier 


Exploitation of natural resources contributed to country’s expansion, but not its main- 
tenance; when frontier vanished, revised policies became necessary; present plans 
for forest conservation and land utilization illustrate nation’s goal; in building 
this “new civilization,” both realism and idealism can share in a supreme adventure. 


From American Forests. 


WO HUNDRED years after the settle- 

ment 

frontiersman John Coulter was the first 
white man to enter Jackson Hole, Wyo. Two 
thousand miles in 200 years; today much less 
than 24 hours by airplane! 

In the succeeding 100 years, the country 
was settled from coast to coast, and the rap- 
id expansion of the population created an 
extraordinary demand for the food, fiber 
and mineral resources of the soil. There 
was every incentive and opportunity for the 
free exploitation of natural resources. A 
laissez-faire economy admirably adapted to 
the needs of a pioneer country reached its 
zenith in the early '90s, but with sufficient 
momentum to carry onward for another 
generation. But this was an economy found- 
ed on extraordinary wants, readily satisfied 
by the successive establishment of fugitive 
enterprises as the frontier retreated. Their 
output, drawn from the stored natural cap- 
ital of centuries, contributed mightily to the 
expansion, but not the maintenance of 
American civilization as we know it or would 
like it to be. 

Once the stimulus of the artificial de- 
mands incident to the World War had lost 
its effect, the influence of the stahilized 
growth of population and concentration in 
urban centers, with changes in modes of liv- 
ing and diet, became sharply apparent. The 
frontier was gone. The fugitive exploitation 
of natural resources commenced to break 
down, notably in the forest products indus- 
tries. Long before the present partnership 
of Government and all industry was but the 
dream of a few “radicals,” there was serious 
discussion of the need for the control of 
production through the aid of public author- 
ity. 

The timber industry thought in terms of 
the volume of output to abate competition. 
Conservationists thought in terms of the 
sustained production of this output. There 
was no meeting of minds, and there could be 
none at that time. Realism confronted the 
one; idealism actuated the other. 


Conditions became so serious that Presi- 
dent Hoover created the Timber Conszerva- 
tion Board to devise ways and means ‘o sta- 
bilize the timber industry. The efforts of 
the board were abortive, and could not be 
otherwise. And this for the simple reason 
that no major industry, much less the tim- 
ber industry, so complex and diverse in its 
organization, could alone depart froin the 
political, economic and social influences 
inherent in the traditional, American aystem. 

Overnight a new frontier has been opened. 
Our traditional political economic system 
has been supplanted and, perhaps, discard- 
ed. All industry is now engaged with Gov- 
ernment aid and direction in a concerted 
movement to restore previous levels of pur- 
chasing power through widespread rée-em- 
ployment of labor and capital, and the con- 
trol of production. Fugitive enterprises and 
the full play of individualism have given 
way to the stabilization of enterprise and 
the play of collectivism. These are the im- 
mediate objectives—the lifting of depressed 
standards of living. 

But the new frontier offers a fair field fou 


of the Jamestown Colony, the’ 


the joint forces of realism and idealism. 
Realism demands that the profit incentive, 
uncurbed on the old frontier, must not be 
lost though controlled; idealism demands 
that exploitation for the benefit of the few 
shall give way to the welfare of the many. 
These ends can be mutually served. 

The alternatives are a return to the very 


. conditions which have led to the breakdown 


in national economy, or the set-up of an 
economy so regulated that all initiative is 
stifled and life is brought to the deadly levels 
of mere existence. In the bucolic days of 
the ’40s, Thoreau once said that most men 
lead a life of quiet desperation. Only a few 
years later, gold was discovered in Califor- 
nia, and the West for the next 40 years beck- 
oned Greeley’s “young man.” The new fron- 
tier may not present the same visions of ad- 
venture and romance as the old, yet it of- 
fers a challenge equally stimulating. 


Arthur Morgan, chairman of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, has said that the ulti- 
mate objective of his organization is the 
building of a new civilization. Serpieri, Mus- 
solini’s Under-secretary. of State for Agri- 
culture, has said that the great Italian na- 
tional plan of land utilization is a problem 
of civilization, of the revitalization of a na- 
tion. The provisions of the Industrial Re- 
covery Act in respect to the conservation ef 
natural resources and those of the Acricul- 
tural Adjustment Act, while designed to ef- 
fect “recovery” in the national economy, can 
and are taken to mean much more than that.

This happened at the famous 
Lausanne Conference. Officially the 
United States was not represented. 
Actually Allan Dulles, one-time 
counsel for the Hose of Morgan, 
at that time assistant to Norman 
Davis, was on the scene. 


Despite repeated State Depart- 
ment denials, Sir John Simon, in an 
official note, reminded the United 
States of this pledge. 


So if the State Department han- 
died war debt discussions now, it 
would lay itself open to another 
British reminder. The Treasury, on 
the other hand, can pretend to ig- 
nore completely the Lausanne com- 
mitment.

Pneumothorax 


HE treatment of tuberculosis of 
t the lungs by pneumothorax, that 

is, by the collapse of the affect- 
ed lung, was suggested by the Ital- 
ian physician, Dr. Forlanini, in the 
same year (1882) that Robert Koch 
discovered the tubercle bacillus. 

For many years pneumothorax 
was applied only rarely. But now 
in some tuberculosis hospitals and 
clinics it is used in as many as 50 
per cent of the cases. 

Pneumothorax and other forms 
of surgical treatment of lung tuber- 
culosis are now being employed ex- 
tensively and very effectively. The 
wider use of pneumothorax in the 
treatment of tuberculosis is un- 
doubtedly due to the improvement 
in the technique of its application 
and to the wider use of the X-ray. 

Pneumothorax, as the name sug- 
gests is the injection of airinto the 
chest. This procedure is employed 
in order to cause the affected lung 
to shrink. 

Air is injected into the space be- 
tween the chest wall and the lung. 
The injected air does not actually 
compress the lung, but, overcoming 
what is termed negative pressure, it 
causes the lung, which is elastic, to 
shrink, forming a kidney-shaped 
mass around the lung roots. 

When the lung is collapsed, it is 
relatively at rest, and rest is the és- 
sential factor in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. If there is a cavity in 
the lung, the space of the cavity is 
obliterated and its raw sides are 
brought close together. Healing is 
thereby promoted. 

In time the air which is injected 
into the chest is absorbed and the 
lung tends to re-expand. The chest 
therefore has to be refilled periodi- 
cally with air. When healing has 
taken place, the collapsed lung may 
be permitted to re-expand. 

Patients who have one lung col- 
lapsed experience no difficulty in 
breathing with the one remaining 
lung.. In fact, it is possible to col- 
lapse both lungs partially without 
interfering with the respiratory 
function of the tubéreulosis indi- 
vidual.
